Prevention of Dumping 

The sum of $1,500,000,000, pro- 
‘yosed as an international credit to 
Soviet Russia by a group of Euro- 
pean industrialists and financiers, 
‘seems a high price to pay to stop 
Soviet dumping, but it reveals that 
businessmen in’ some of the Euro- 
pean countries have no illusion 
regarding the Soviet threat to world 
markets, ‘The proposal is to furnish 
Russia “with this eredit on condi- 
lion that she restricts her exports 
under a quota system, or, ix other 
words, stops dumping, ‘There is 
‘some ‘sound reasoning behind the 
proposal.

e objective of the Govern- 
ment, as the leaders, judging by 






the “manifestoes and orders 
issued to date, must be 
the absolute elimination of the 


Red menace in the district. Only’ 
by carrying the campaign 
through to the bitter end and 
building upon the ruins wrought 
by the Communists a sound and 
reliable social system can good 
come out of the gigantic effort 
General Chiang Kai-shek and 
his assistants are now making. 
The complications of the duty. 
before the armies in Kiangsi 
eannot be over-stated. Not 
only are troops strange to the 
province facing expert guerillas 
with a thorough knowledge of 
the ground over which the 
battles will be fought, but also 
the enemy is not hampered by 
feelings of humanity or respect 
for the vules of war. The Com- 
munists have in the past proved 
themselves masters of strategy. 
They have availed themselves of 
every advantage which their 
eruelty and unscrupulouszess 
have given them. They have not 
hesitated to massacre the popula- 
tions of villages and even towns. 
when it has suited them. And 
as one result they have -made 
lent accessories of most of 
its who groan under their 
yoke. The armies sent to face 
them have no allies, but must 
operate in districts ‘rotten with 
treachery derived from terror of 
Communist reprisals. 


That General Chiang has not 
under-estimated the gravity of 
the position is attested by 
































preparations which he and his| 
fellow military leaders have 
made. The Communist armies! 
themselves are not large. Aa 
military units they do not: 
deserve the tremendous con- 
centration of troops which has 
been formed to meet them. But 





they are more than military 
units They carry with them a 
venom which can inoculate a 
whole people. As such they are 
a peril that demands the putting 
forth of the greatest possible 
effort to stamp them out. Slow 
as the Government has been to 


put forth this effort, handi- 
capped as it has been by an 
uncertain political situation and 








strife which has necessitated the 
use of its best troops elsewhere 
it is nevertheless to be congra: 
tulated that it has now taken to 
this task with such enthusiasm 
and whole-heartedness. For it 
isa task which demands en- 
thusiasm and thoroughness to a 
degree. The Government may 
triumph in the field within a 
few weeks or months, but that, 
Instead of being the end of its 
duty, will be but the beginning. 
After the Reds have been di 
persed, they must be hunted 
down ' and exterminated or 
scattered beyond hope of gather- 
ether again. The or- 
ganization they have prepared, 
the semi-Soviet states they have 
formed, must be wiped out, and 
in their place the Government 
must be ready with a substitute 
organization, or the last condi- 
tion of the province will be 
worse than the first. This fact 
has been realized, and political 
and economic experts are ac- 
companying the armies in their 
marclies.

the shortest possible ‘ime to

‘The process of filling in the 
details is necessarily vital to the 
preservation of the outlines, 
which are liable to become 
blurred as time goes on. Recent 
messages have shown that even 
among the Indian Princes whose 
declaration in favour of federa- 

tion was <n outstanding fe 
of the Cvaference doubts 
have arisen. 
jah of Patiala is 
a leading figure in the Chamber 
of Princes, of which he had been. 
Chancellor for three years. 
While he does not possess, per- 
haps, the strong personality of 
the Maharajah of Bikanir, the 
shrewd judgment of the Gaekwar 
of Baroda, or the progressive 
vision of the Niwab of Bopal, he 
is, nevertheless, a force with| 
which to be’ reckoned. His 
State from the territorial point 
of view is a small one. But as 
the leading Sikh chief he carries 
an enormous amount of influen- 
ce, and he has al says been 
a prominent personality in ga- 
therings of the Indiaw Princes.

American airmen. Annihilating: 
time and distance in « manner, 
never before achieved the two 
‘airmen have succeeding in ac- 
complishing what a week azo 
appeared the impossible task 
of flying round the world in ten 
days. So successful has been 
* their endeavour that they landed 
in New York in a little over 
eight and a half days after they 
had left the aerodrome on the 
first stage of their 























the Atlantic. Tired and 
hausted after their great trial 
during which they were able to 
snatch only a.few hour's sleep, 
the two men have returned to 





New York which is to give them 
one of those tumultuous rorep- 
tions and civie tributes whicn 
that great city reserves for the 
brave, the heroic and the famous. 

Round the world in eight and 
ahalf days is a feat never 
nvisaged by any of the great 
inwginative writers ant thinkers 
of the past. As the mechanicat 
age burst on the eager world and 
transportation became more and 
more rapid i* was believed that 
8 time would come when world 
trips would be accomplished in 
considerably less time — than 
formecly. Captain Cook did his 
world cruise in two years. Jules 
Verne slashed the “imaginative 
period to eighty days. ‘The Graf 
Zeppelin reduced this to 20 day 
Captain Post and Lieutenant 
.Gatty have reduced it to a little 
over a week. 

As thé two men were speeding 
n point to point in thelr long 
“hops,” theit progress, firing the 
imagination of the aeronautical 
world, produced two contenders 
with ambitions to lower their r 
cord. But even in this ma 
vellous age where within the 
lifetime of young men, the acro- 
pine has been boin, proved and 
developed to the pitch of per- 
fection existing at the present 
time, it seems inconceivable that 
the ‘Americans’ record will be 
lowered for years to come. The 
flight was approximately 16,000 
miles, and the actual flying time 
was four days,'ten hours at an 
average speed’ of 145 miles a 
hour. Tt is possible that faster 
aeroplanes carrying fuel supplies 
sufficient to bridge longer 
tances will be built, but the 
human factor demonstrated by 
the remarkable physical endu 
ance of Captain Post—a _one- 
eyed man—and Lieutenant Gatty 
hardly be surpassed in the 
near future. Their flight is the 
greatest in the history of 
aeronautics and is likely to re- 
main so for many years to come.

Kweiyang, June 8. 


1am writing this at Hingi hsien, 
generally known commercially as 
Hwang ‘Tsao Pa, and am impressed 
with its _presperous appearance 
from a business point of view. But 
Tam afraid thet if opium were 
really suppressed as to cultivation, 
sole and transit, this centre, like 
‘Anshun and other prosperous places, 
would be very hard hit until such 
time as business were readjusted to 
‘meet the new conditions. I am 
Satisfied from my observance of 
the almost successful efforts of the

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TERRIFIC STORM IN 
WUHU 


Four Hours of Thunder and 
Driving Rain 
From Oct OWN Connesroxpext 


‘Wahu, June 23, 

We have just had the worst eleo- 
trical storm in Wuhu that I have 
fever seen. It lasted four hours, 
from 7 p.m, to 11, and there was 
continual lightning, followed by ter- 
vifie peals of thunder and driving: 
rain, It closed with a hail storm, 

The lightning struck in several 
places, but the most damage was 
done by the wind. A telephone lin 
leading down to the soldier barracks 
blew down and fell upon a live elec- 
trie light wire and as a result three 
soldiers were electrocuted. The 
soldiers carried the dead men around 
to the electric light plant and de- 
manded damages, 

‘A house at the North Gate blew 
down and three children were crush- 
Jed to death. A man trying to rescue 
his floating’ shack from the lake was 
drowned. “Another man was killed 
by a falling timber. Taking it all 
in all, it was a wild night. 

It has been raining here in Mid- 
Anhui for three weeks and “now 
many thousands of acres of paddy 
fields of newly planted rice are 
covered with water. The ponds are 
fall so that the water cannot be 
pumped out of ile fields, therefore, 
Jcrop on these flooded lands is ruined.

Serious Floods Follow Heavy 
Rainfall 


Canton, July 5. 

Due to the swollen state of t 
river and heavy rainfall, the low- 
lying districts of Canton ‘ave been 
fiooded, Some streets in the affected 
arees “have been converted into 
canals along which sampans are 
busily plying instead of rickshas 
and other vehicles. Much inconveni 
fence and damage has been caused 
by the flooding of houses and shops, 
but the boatmen are happy, for 
they are now making more money 
than ever before. 

Si-kwan, a residential district 
favoured by wealthy Chinese, is 
submerged to a depth of two for 
It is feared that if the river rises 
any further Shameen will also be 
inundated. 

Much havoc has been caused in 
towns along the East and North 
rivers and over a hundred persons 
are reported to have lost their liv 
through drowning.  River-steamers 
are finding navigation very difficult 
g to the strong curre 
So far no accurate estimate of 
the damage caused can be made, 
for the reports thus far received 
from the flooded areas are meagre. 
It is believed, however, that much 
destru ‘of property has been 
caused.—Reuter. 

Nanking, July 5. 

Reports continue to pour in from 
different parts of the counti 
cicating the rapid development of a, 
Jserious flood situation this summer. 
Both the West and North Rivers in 
Kuangtung have overflowed their 
banks, while the swollen Yungting 
and Taching Rivers in Tientsin are 
threatening an immediate insnda 
tion, The Grand Canal at Tsing- 
kiangpu, Kiangsu, is also reported 
to have risen to a height of ov 
10 feet, submerging a number of 
villages. The old bed of the Yellow 
River has flooded a large sectior. of 
farm land at Tangshan, eastern 
Honan, according to a Hsuchow 1 
port. :

Considerable Damage to Crops 
and Houses 
Frost Ovn OwN Contesronpent 


Foochow, June 6,

flooded to a depth of several feet, 
and some cf the streets have be- 
come impassable. Considerable 
damage has been done, both to 
houses and to the crops. It fs 
feared that the first rice crop will 
be largely lost, and ail the labour 
expended during the past months 
have been in vain. For two days 
the ferry ‘eats across the River 
have been saspended, and so there 
has been practically no communica

been able to function properly, 
Only the children and child-hearted 
people have been able to see good 
in the flood, and have found swim- 
ig pools’ and water for fishing 
in_ unusual place 

1t is almost inevitable that, in 
the circumstances, the Government 

ould come in for a large measure 
of abu ‘of the new roads 
recently built have been made on 
high embankments, cutting right. 
across the ficlds. There are, here 
and there, openings underneath to 
permit of’ eanel water passing to 
and from the river, but in such a 
flood as the present, these openings. 
ave quite inadequate, and the re- 
sult is that the water is banked 
up on the upper side to a much 
greater depth than would otherwise 
have been the case, Serious dam- 
age has been eaused to these roads, 
testifying to the great pressure 
exerted by the water.

It is of course a common form

hope that the present warning will 
be taken to heart and works of such 
importance will be carried out with 
eteater thuaght for the eoniiert aud 
Fafety of the populace, and with 
the assistance of expert opinion,

the Bridge of Thousand Ages by 
a metal bridge, as being likely to 
cause less obstriction to the flow 
of the water. Whatever is done, 
may it be done with the least pos:

NEW WEIGHTS AND

‘Authorities to Conduet 
Inspection 


Beginning from July 1, the new 
law of weights and measures, pro- 
mulgated by the National Govern-

Over 1,000 During Month 
of June 


‘The largest number of accidents 
recorded in one month by the Muni- 
cipal Police “‘Traffie. Department, 
foceurred last. month when the re- 
ford of the past years was broken, 
the total being 1,101, ‘The record 
lof persone injured was broken. as 
well, the figure amounting to 443. 
In spite of the large number of ne- 
cidents, the number of fatalities was 
considerably less. Whereas in May 
‘there were 18 in June only eight 
deaths were caused, 
For the year to date there have 
‘been 1,996 injuries and 6} fatalities, 
‘with 5,899 accidents reported. There 
were over 10,000 accidents in 1090 
with 142 fatalities and 4,005. in- 
Juries.

Harbin is a town which has been 
‘built up’ rapidly whenever local 
currency is very low, the greatest 
boom being due to the collapse of 
the Romanov and. Siberian rouble. 
‘The railway conflict of 1929 prevent- 
ed construction from going on, but 
last year there was a building boom 
‘of great proportions in the town, 
‘and suburbs, 

It was, in any ease, supposed that 
owing to the world economic crisis 
and the depression in trade in 
Northern Manchuria there would be 
‘but little construction during this. 
year. However, the sudden fall in 
the local dollar, as well as the very. 
low prices for building materials of 
every kind, caused the capitalist to 
Invest money in property rather 
than in commercial and industrial 
undertakings. 

It is noticeable that Chinese enter- 
prise is being very largerly devoted 
to trade and industry, whereas 
Russian capital is being withdrawn 
from these interests and is being 
Invested in house property or land, 
more particularly outside Harbin, 

‘There is no doubt that Russians 
had much to do with the develop- 
ment of commerce and industry in 
Harbin and neighbouring districts. 
Not only did they build the Chinese 
tern Railway, but with the com- 
pletion of this railroad, they by 
many large flour and oil mills, 
distilleries, mineral water wor! 
glass works, candle works, a sug 
factory, several match factories, and 
tobacco and cigarette factories. 

For many years they carried on 
these industries themselves, but 
since the advent’ of the Soviet in 
1924, Russian owners have gradually, 
selling their interests to 
se. Whereas ten years ago! 
there ware at least. fifty million gold 
roubles invested in commerce and
